In hla eag er-, 
ness to hurry Its co nstructio n 
he 
used tiie funds o f the hanks o f which 
he was in charg e, Bank ex aminers 
disco v ered the transactio n and

Dec, *18, 1 995. the three Walsh hanks 
were closed by the co mptro ller o r the 
< reasury . 


Walsh was Indicted b y the federal 
grand jury Jan. 
9, 1907, 
on 182 
count« , and then b egan one of th« 
most, persistent b attles to keep a man 
from a federal prison in the history 
of the country. The cam* 
waH called 
for trial Nov. 12, 1907, and a Jury 
In Jud ge A. B. Anderson’s court re­ 
turned a verdict Jan. 1 9, 1 908, find­ 
ing Walsh guilty on 54 counts. 


A motion for a new trial wag made 
March 13, 1908, b efore Judg e Andei- 
son and was denied and he wfas sen­ 
tenced to five years In the federal 
penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth. 
The motion for a new trial wag then 
taken b efore the United Btat.es court, 
of appeal« , and the motion denied 
Oct, 0, 1909, and the sentence was 
affirmed. Walsh was allowed his lib ­ 
erty on a b ond of $50,000 and the 
clearing house 
committee assumed 
1 in indeb tedness to the b anks, 
the 
amount b eing over $7 ,000 000 
Sub ­ 
sequent failures to ob tain a rehe ar­ 
ing of the can* and the highest courts 
affirming the verdict of Jud ge An­ 
derson's jury, resulted 
in Marshal 
Hoy taking Walsh Into custody Dec. 
I, 1 909, and he was taken to 
F ort 
Leavenworth Jan. 20, 1910.

His case was taken b efore 
the 
b oard of pardons a num b er of times, 
Dnt not until recently was his req uest 
that he !w> paroled affirmde, and ho 
was allowed his lib erty Monday, Oct. 
16. However, the long struggle in the 
courts and hi« sub seq uent confine­ 
ment b roke tin* old m a n ’s health and 
heart and it was known, long b efore 
hi« release from prison, that he was 
on the decline. His death was not ex- 
pe-ted so q uickly after his release, 
b ut it i« thought the ioy b ecause of 
his success in regaining hi« lib er'/ 
hastened f he end.

That death rate of nearly 1 t > 
the 1.000 as against one t > 1.090 among 
the more unfavorable natural eendi 
lions of Belgium, or of 2 t<* lj'OO in 
the remainder of Europe, is a stern 
witness before the high court of hu­ 
manity. That our mine owners, either 
individually or colle tively. have de­ 
liberately planned such resuits is of 
course absurd. 
Even to put it.on the 
low ground of money, it*would hav# 
been against their interest to do so. 
Every miner killed or injured meant 
n money liability; every explosion a 
destruction 
of 
property. 
Moreover, 
the mine owners are now among those 
most ardently engaged in this laudable 
effort to conserve both property and 
life. 
The case is not as bad as the im­ 
plication would make it, yet it is had 
enough. 
To put it in its worst possi­ 
ble form, the fault was one of careless­ 
ness-criminal negligence some would 
phrase it—yet even that is a trifle 
lnirsh. The fact remains that we have 
been so intent on developing property, 
on making 
oney. that we have not 
pr periy safeguarded life, and this ap­ 
plies to more things in our American 
civilization than mining. 
W e have 
murdered our soil for one thing—we 
have murdered our natural resources 
for another; perhaps we bavo § v*a 


ter power sites, forests and soil fer 
tility. it is infinitely more important 
to save the lives of men. to which 
these other tilings are only contrihu 
tory. 
In the end it all comes back to 
that rule of "safety first."

Has our first thought been of the safe 
ty of the toilers?
